Born banks of the Monongahela River are built 
up or optioned for 30 miles outside of Pittsburg and 
the Monongahela valley, now claimed to be the great- 
est industrial center in the world, will be doubled in 
importance during the next five years. 








SENATOR FORAKER, in an address before the Su- 
preme Court of Ohio, made last week that capitalistic 
combinations were necessary to the promotion of in- 
dustrial development, and that trusts were the results 
of the imperative demand for economic production 
permitting American manufacturers to compete with 
foreign producers. 








A BAREFACED fraud is being practiced in connec- 
tion with the forthcoming Paris Exposition in the cool 
and unauthorized appropriation of American trade- 
marks by the French. This French copyist of an 
American trademark is actually using the same on his 
goods at the Paris Exposition, France has a registra- 
tion law and the only way American manufacturers 
can secure protection is to take advantage of same 
and register their trademarks under it. 








AN ANALYSIS of the report of the Belgiam consular 
agent at Cadiz on the trade on nails and tacks in Spain 
shows that half the nails imported into Cadiz comes 
from Belgium, one-fourth from France, one-eighth 
from Germany and England respectively. While our 
own beloved American Steel & Wire Co. has shot up 
prices at a furious pace on the plea that by so doing it 
could build up an American export nail trade, the day 
still seems far distant when the haughty Hispanian 
mendicant will use a Worcester or Waukegan nail in 
lieu of an absent trouser button. 








Sratistics for the first nine months of the present

fiscal year show a deplorable falling off in the export 
of American bicycles. Whereas in 1898 we exported 
$4,426,466 worth of wheels, and in 1899 $4,101,873 
worth, these totals fell to $2,551,532 for the nine 
month of the current year. Why is this thusly? Is 
the cycling furor dying in foreign countries? Have 
foreigners beaten Americans in price and design? 
Has some of the bigh-grade machinery for the manu- 
facture of such goods which we have been sending 
abroad in such quantities during recent months been 
so effectively used against us as to make our wheels 
no longer salable abroad? These are all interesting 
questions which intimately concern our cycle manu- 
facturers. 








AN EXPORTATION of $40,000,000 worth of manufac- 
tures in 30 days is a record unparalleled for American 
manufactures. That is the record for the month of 
April, 1900, exportations. This gives assurance that the 
exports of the fiscal year which ends with June will con- 
siderably exceed $400, 000,000 and be nearly three times 
as much asa decadeago. This phenomenal increse in 
exportation of manufactures is especially striking 
when compared with the progress made by European 
nations, our rivals in the attempt to supply the world’s 
market with manufactured goods. Great Britain’s 
exports of manufactures show but slight increase 
since 1890, and an examination of the export record of 
the principal European countries fails to disclose an 
instance in which the increase has been as much as 25 
per cent, while that of the United States, meanwhile, 
bas been more than 150 per cent. 








THE recent receipt by a New York house of a large 
invoice of sugar from Porto Rico suggests that a prac- 
tical return to barter offers unusual promises of suc- 
cess. Just at the present time the people oi Porto 
Rico have very little money. They have plenty of 
sugar and molasses, and are anxious to find a market 
in the United States. Fora firm to go down there 
and say ‘Order what you want from us and send along 
your tobacco, coffee, sugar, molasses, or whatever you 
have,”’ is the best thing that could be done in the way 
of establishing close commercial relations. The firms 
that will supply the is!ands with all the things they 
want will have to take their tobacco and hemp. This 
is not a new departure in American commercial 
methods. It is rather a return to the old methods. 
In the good old days when Salem, Mass., was a great 
commercial center, the shrewd Yankees sent their stuff 
to every part of the world, and exchanged it for what- 
ever the people had to offer. They grew rich at the 
business and the United States was then a great com- 
mercial nation. 





AN industry that has attracted little attention is 
the culture of silk in this country, Utah has offered 
a bounty for the production of coccons and a large 
number of women in that Western country are going 
into the business of raising silkworms. The work is 
merely an incident of their daily vocations, but they 
see in the light and pleasant occupation an opportun- 
ity to add substantially to their pin money. Perhaps 
they have heard of the appeal made to the womesa of 
Australia by experts in sericulture, who desire that 
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though the mulberry grows and the silkworm thrives 
in that country, there will never be silk culture until 
women take up the industry. Our situation in respect 
of silk culture is exactly like that of Australia. The 
mulberry thrives over wide areas of this land and so 
does the osage orange, whose leaf appeals to the vora- 
cious silk worm as an unexcelled food staple. We can 
produce just as fine cocoons as any other part of the 
world and enough of them to supply our own needs 
and those of China also, if that country ever tires of 
the business. Why is it then that we do not grow 
our own silk instead of paying Japan, China, Italy and 
France from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 every year 
for the raw material? 








NicoLa TEsLA has an article in the latest Century 
in which he declares that the coming age will be the 
age of aluminium. It is only seventy years since this 
wonderful metal was discovered by Woebler, and the 
aluminium industry, scarcely forty years old, com- 
mands already the attention of the entire wor!d. Not 
long ago aluminium was sold at the fanciful price of 
$30 or $40 per pound; today it can be had in any de- 
sired amount for as many cents, What is more, the 
time is not far off when this price, too, will be consid- 
ered fanciful, for great improvements are possible in 
the methods of its manufacture. The absolutely una- 
voidable consequence of the advance of the aluminium 
industry will be the annihilation of the copper indus- 
try. They cannot exist and prosper together, and the 
latter is doomed beyond any hope of recovery. Al- 
uminium, however, will not stop at downing copper. 
Before many years have passed it will be engaged in 
fierce struggle with iron, and in the latter it will find 
an adversary not easy toconquer. The issue of the 
contest will largely depend on whether iron shall be 


indispensable in electric machinery. This the future. 


alone can decide. Tesla goes on to enthusiastically 
declare that the civilizing potency of aluminium is one 
hundred times that of iron. He also looks to see 
aerial travel brought about by its means.

RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 





FRANCE is the land of petty economics. Monsieur 
shrugs his shoulders when you speak of Americans 
and declares ‘‘They are so wasteful.’’ The coat we 
bestow in charity is carefully dyed and relined in 
sunny France. The soiled glove which graces the Chi- 
cago garbage box goes to a Parisian specialist, who 
makes it as good as new. Deft patches, clever trim- 
mings make monsieur’s wardrobe appear ever new. 
As to the cuisine—where has the world found the 
equal of the French chef as a compounder of appetiz- 
ing hashes, soups, croquettes, puddings and other 
made-over dishes that surpass the original? Take the 
matter of fuel. The American who uses an ash sifter 
does so with an exalted sense of virtue. ‘Is not this 
economy for you!” he exclaims, as he segregates the 
carbonaceous cinder from the burnt-out ash. 





In France they show an economical use of fuel 


with which ours cannot begin to compare. To use a 
simile they make good dishes out of the round steaks 
and shoulder bits of their fuel supply, instead of ex- 
clusively using sirloins and porterhouses, as we do 





The day will come when the magolin will be gener- 
ally known in this country, and little Willie will be 
sent to the adjacent grocery for a penny’s worth of ma- 
golins. Magolins are forest fagots, the dry droppings 
of trees—the twigs that we allow to be trampled 
into the earth. In France this woodland waste, care- 
fully gathered all the year through and bound in 
withe tied bundles, is sold at a soua bunch. The fire 
once started with the inexpensive magolins is regu- 
iated with bouwlets, These are nothing more than coal 
dust pressed into bricks or egg-shaped lumps, the re- 
fuse of the coal yard all turned into valuable fuel that 
burns very slowly, but with an intense heat and a 
steadier glow than the best of small hard coal, and it 
is easy to guess at how much less expense. 





If at any time during the day the range fire weak- 
ens there is no reckless waste by dumping and re- 
building or restoring with a quantity of kindling 
wood, Briquettes or al/umettes landaises or fagots are 
thrust here and there among the embers and rekindle 
the whole. Briquettes and fagots cost three cents a 
bundle and are made of wood chips, sawdust, the odds 
and ends of scraps of the wood yard, all moulded into 
little cakes that look amazingly like dog biscuit, and 
that are stuck together with a preparation far more 
inflammable and certainly far safer than the libation 
of coal oil which the careless American cook pours on 
her desponding fire. Ad/wmettes landaises are really a 
triumph of the French interpretation of the motto 
‘‘waste not, want not.” They are corncobs, big and 
little, put through resin baths and a half dozen of 
these cheap devices thrust into apparently lifeless 
coal will bring it up into a flourishing fire in a jiffy. 





The allumette landaises, as opening a new vista 
for the corncob, reminds us of the great and growing 
importance of the by-product. The great pork pack- 
ers find piggie’s hoofs, skin, blood, intestines, etc., as 
valuable as his meat. The coke ovens look for their 
profits in the chemicals of all kinds they make when 
coking coal, and with the corncob bathed in resin and 
then used as a fuel, with the cornstalk in such de- 
mand for making ensilage and cellulose, it looks as 
though the farmer would find most of his money not 
so much from King Corn directly, as from the by- 
products of the cornfield.

ALL lines of trade have to contend with the de- 
partment store as a common enemy, and I find in look- 
ing over the Cycle Age a capital account of the won- 
derful technical knowledge possessed by the average 
department store salesman. This is the way this 
salesman describes the workings of a coaster brake: 

‘*You see this here hub has a loose sprocket. In- 
side the sprocket are balls. When you push on the 
pedals to make the bicycle go the balls catch and the 
sprocket turns the wheel. See? Well, when you 
want to coast you quit pushing on the pedals, just let 




















































your feet stop, sit there like you was in an easy chair 
reading and the bicycle keeps agoing as long as there 
is any momentum left in the hub. If it gets agoing 
too fast you press down on either pedal, or both of 
them for that matter, and the sprocket pushes some 
more balls there are in it out against the brake cam 
and the thing stops or slows up according to how hard 
you press down. Now isn’t that simple? Why, I tell 
you it can’t be beat, greatest thing on earth. Can I 
sell you one? Only four ninety-five today with a span- 
ner wrench thrown in.” 





This ‘‘knowledge” on the part of the bicycle sales- 
man had its counterpart in the courtesy of the sales- 
woman at the bicycle sundry counter. The Cycle Age 
representative told this young woman he wanted a 
small roll of tire tape, at the same time asking the 
price. ‘One cent,’’ replied the saleslady, ‘‘do you 
think you have that much with you?” 





[gnorance and discourtesy are to be expected by 
department store patrons. People who like to be 
humbugged as to the wondrous mechanical operation 
of a coaster brake, or who like to be twitted as to the 
amount of money they have with them, will find just 
what they like by patronizing department stores. 
People who look for honest value, mechanical knowl- 
edge, and courteous treatment will leave the giant 
humbugs of the trade world strictly alone, giving 
their patronage to the legitimate retail trade.

resulting from the accursed ‘‘trusts” infecting our 
country. Its hydra-head is reared in the far East 
along the borders of the New England states; its 
tentacles reach out into the far West, covering 
every industry of our land; its offspring, the out- 
growth of greed, encircling the world; its ultimatum 
brings internecine commercial war with its deadly 
ruin, the enslavement of the masses and a small circle 
of aristoctratic nabobs whose ancestry were successful 
in gathering the wealth of a few millions of producers. 


HAVE LEFT A WITHERING BLIGHT, 


Without touching upon the causes which have 
lead up to this condition of affairs—which can be 
summed up in the one line (protection to our infant 
industries) let us tor a moment consider the entail 
now upon us, 

Fach and every kind of trust has left its mark, 
producing a withering blight, soon to leave but with- 
ered trunks where once stood growing industries hold- 
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ing out the hope of life and steady employment to 
hundreds of good industrious freemen. 


TRUSTS IN IRON INDUSTRIES, 


Mr. Sheldon touches (in his remarks) the iron in 
dustries. Let us start in along that channel. Grad- 
ually and for several years the iron trusts have been 
absorbing all the properties of that class or kind be- 
ginning with the God-given product, the mines or 
minerals of theearth. They have gradually drawn the 
circle nearer and nearer a common center until com- 
paratively a very few men own or control all, thus 
shutting off competitive efforts, making it a positive 
possibility by the control of products to exact any sort 
of desired price, putting profits in the line of fifty and 
a hundred per cent classes to the trusts. 


PRICES WERE CLIMBING, 


Mr. Sheldon and every business man knows that 
beginning about two years ago and immediately fot- 
lowing January Ist, 1899, there was a continuous and 
persistent cry of Up! Up!! Up!!! go prices. High! 
Higher! Highest! It was in the columns of every paper 
and in the mouth of every man, 

When the commercia! traveler loaded his grip 
and started on his way after the Christmas festivities 
of 1899 the burden of his song was ‘‘prices are going 
up, way up, buy, buy now, get under cover, get under 
the wire before the price nag passes the quarter post, 
it means to you 100, 75, 50 or 25 per cent accordingly 
as you are speedy in selection or tardy of conclusion 
as to the price problem.”’ 


NOW UP TO THE CONSUMER. 


With every man talking boom advances in prices, 
the infection became a disease, the dealer bought as 
he bad never bought before, his purchases marking the 
highest tide in the last ten years of our commercial 
life. As aresult of this the wholesaler sold out his 
wares largely at the old figures. His immense sales 
were to him the evidence of prosperity in bold face caps 
double and treble leaded. He repurchased, recon- 
tracted, obligated himself for larger stocks, gauging 
or predicting future business upon the past or sales 
of 1899. 

What the result? In the language of H. L. 
Chaffee it is up to the consumer, 

DEALERS HAVE L/RGER STOCKS, 


The traveling salesman finds much larger stocks 
in the hands of retail this 1900 than he found in 1899. 
Why? The consumer is not buying at the advanced 
prices beyond his actual wants, The farmer finds his 
lumber bil! for a barn costs from $75 to $100 more 
than in 1899, 150 to 200 bushels of wheat, 
eleven to fifteen acres more, his hardware bill, nails, 
etc., perhaps $10 or $12 more, labor also higher, Then 
he must have some farm machinery, that has gone up, 
as also has the living articles he must buy and cannot 
produce. He hesitates, demurs, figures, and con- 
cludes to put ten dollars repairs on the old shed, re- 
thatch the old ricks and get along for another year. 
It’s up to him and Mr. Retailer waits his building. 

LACK OF BUILDING, 

The traveler comes along. ‘‘Well, Smith, how are 

you fixed on track hangers, etc., etc.?” ‘ Fixed? Fixed 
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for ayear tocome.”’ ‘‘Howso?’ ‘Got them. Jones is not 
going to build, Hanson intended to but gave it up, 
etc.,etc.”’ ‘‘How is that?” ‘‘Lumber and building ma- 
terial too high and wheat selling for less than a year 
ago.’ Go along down the hardware list—axes, scythes, 
tools, everything up, but the dealer smiles a sickly 
grin. He has a twelvemonth stock on hand, a!l old 
prices. He buys the few articles needed at the ad- 
vanced prices, letting the wholesaler and the manu- 
facturer hold the bag. He has not been bitten badly 
and don’t propose being bitten so long as prices are 
up. The jobber is holding large stocks bought at ad- 
vanced prices. The manufacturer has made up stocks 
from more expensive raw products, and those are the 
people who catch it when the Gates conclude to nar- 
row the circle, make a few millions and freeze out a 
few small stockholders who were flattered into buying 
trust stock as a sure, quick road to wealth and nabob 
town, 
ON THE MISTRUST LIST. 

Since the slump in nails and wire every dealer 
and consumer has been put on the mistrust list; the 
former dare not anticipate wants, the latter will not, 
because he can wait turn of events. 

The trusts have so builded as to shake the confi- 
dence of the entire purchasing world, and for moons 
to come caution and lack of confidence will cause most 
conservative buying, putting larger burdens aud ex- 
pense upon the wholesaler and manufacturer with 
probable losses of great magnitude. Every day one hears 
of ten, fifteen, twenty, twenty. five or fifty thousand 
dollars loss to certain jobbers who were ‘‘Gatesed”’ on 
wire and nails. 

THE LABOR TRUST. 

We might survive all this, but the trusts have en- 
tailed upon us a greater curse, the labor trust, from 
whence comes riots, loss of life and wanton destruc- 
tion of property. The labor trust is but an offspring 
of the Standard Oil steel and wire trusts. Without 
them we would not have the rioting and wage conten- 
tion of today. Here is what Attorney-General Sheets 
said in the courts at Columbus, Ohio, a few days ago 
in closing his argument in the contempt proceedings 
against the Standard Oil Company. 


UNREST. 


‘‘All over this country there is unrest, and the 
money grabbers are responsible for it. It is such de- 
fiance of law as is being exhibited by Rockefeller that 
is prompting the mutterings of thousands that this is 
a@ government of the rich, and these people have 
reached a point where they are ready for riot if only 
a leader will call upon them.” 

This can be applied to all monopolies and trusts. 
Not one is better than another. They are the curse 
of our time and generation, the evil of the day, but in 
the language of a Tweed, what are you going todo 
about it? 

ANTE CREDITS OCTOPUS WITH WIDE POWER, 


Political platform may declare against them, but 
who runs the government? The Hannas, Morgans, 
Rockefellers, the heads, fronts, brains of all the trusts. 
Think of eight or ten billion of trusted organizations 
co-operating for single purpose, ‘‘greed,” and tell me 
they cannot elect a president, a senate, a congress fa- 








vorable to their interests and purposes, Verily the 
octopus has means, power and unscruplousness,

Believe in yourself—go ‘‘cocked and primed” all 
the time,--tell people that you know your business 
and then have the ability to prove it—be brilliant if 
you can——but be square first. 

But work—or you may find ‘‘The road to be the 
graveyard of your village reputation,”’ 

Don’t brag or bluster about your business—keep 
your counsel and listev—many a straw has been caught 
that way. 

Don’t be afraid to say good and loud that you 
represent good people—and stand up for them in any 
emergency,—they are entitled to your entire confi- 
dence—if you can’t do this conscientiously—move, 

Keep everlasting] y at it—the man with the ‘‘rock- 
ing-chair disposition” has no piace in the stove busi- 
ness—‘‘the home for indigent old men” will suit him 
better, 

If it rains, go to see your man—you are more 
liable to find him in, 

If it shines, go to see your man—the sunlight will 
make him feel more friendly. 

Don’t think that there is a patented way of get- 
ting orders. 

Each case requires different treatment. It re- 
quires more tact than talent to sell goods—clothe 
your ideas in good, clean language.—Dress neatly and 
don’t be a bore. 

But work—strike high—you can come down more 
gracefully than you can go up. 

Be decent, fear God and respect the sales 
manager. 

Don’t let your head swell—‘‘put it under the pump 
if necessary.” 

And last of all—keep these words of ‘‘Broncho 
Miller” constantly in mind:—‘‘Boys the only thing 
that cuts any figure with the executive board on 
salary fixing day is the number and condition of the 
coon skins that you have nailed on their barn door.”’

one-third to one-half the fuel. The top rim is made 
in four sections. The key plates are heavy and are 
interchangeable for 7, 8 or 9 inch heavy ring covers, 

Moore’s Monarch and Moore’s American steel 
ranges for coal or wood, and Moore’s Queen for wood 
only, have a body made of heavy cold rolled sheet 
steel, lined with heavy asbestos board, held in place 
by an inner lining of steel, all hand riveted and fin- 
ished in enamel. The oven is made of heavy steel,and 
the oven bottom is well braced with angle irons. The 
oven door is balanced and nickel plated, and when 
opened forms a shelf, The top is made in four sec- 
tions, fitted with interchangeable key plates. The 
low down reservoir is cast iron, white enameled. The 
fire box in the Monarch and American ranges is fitted 
with duplex grates and heavy linings. The fire door 
is made to swing and has an ash guard underneath. 
The fire box in the Queen range is fitted with a regu- 
lar wood fire bottom, the front part of which is made 
to dump. 

Moore’s Steel Gem for coal or wood, is a quick 
oven steel cook, whose body is made of heavy cold- 
rolled sheet steel lined with thick asbestos board, 
which is held in place by an inner lining of steel, al!

DEATH OF HENRY BARNETT. 





In our last issue we briefly chronicled the death 
of a commanding figure in the American hardware 
world in the person of Henry Barnett, president of 
the G. & H. Barnett Co., Philadelphia, file manufac- 
turers. Mr. Barnett, who was one of the best known 
men in the hardware world and whose rare ability and 
sterling worth had endeared him to all with whom he 
came into contact, died on May 22d from a complication 
of diseases. 

Mr. Barnett was born March 13, 1838, in Not- 
tingham, England. At the age of ten he, with his 
parents and brothers, came to America and settled in 
Philadelphia, When eleven years of age he became an

apprentice with the late J. Barton Smith, Philadelphia, 
and learned his trade as a filemaker. His ability as a 
workman soon asserted itself, and in 1863 he removed 
to Pittsburg, where he with his brothers, William and 
George, embarked in the file and saw manufacturing 
business under the firm name of Barnett Bros. The 
business had not been long established when it was 
found that the city of Philadelphia presented greater 
possibilities for a successful trade, and they returned 
to Philadelphia, where George and Henry rented small 
quarters on Haydock street, and commenced the man- 
ufacture of files exclusively under the firm name of 
G. & H. Barnett, Their business increasiag, they 
later removed to a small two-story building on Rich- 
mond street, which building formed the nucleus of the 
now widely known Black Diamond File Works, which 
covers about 5% acres and employs upwards of 500 
hands. 

In 1865 the firm became incorporated under the 
laws of Pennsylvania, and is now known as the G. & H. 
Barnett Company, Henry Barnett being at the time of 
his death the president. 

Mr. Barnett was a man greatly esteemed by all 
business men with whom he came in contact. He was 
most fair in all his dealings and earned distinction as 
an upright and honorable man of business, whose word 
‘was always as good as his bond. In him the employes 
of the company lose afriend. As president he was 
always accessible to them for the purpose of adjusting 
a grievance or aiding those needing it with friendly 
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and practical advice. For years he had enjoyed the 
reputation of being one of the best practical file makers 
in the country and was looked upon as an authority in 
the file manufacturing business. 

Mr. Barnett served as a volunteer in the Civi! 
War. He leaves a widow, one daughter and four sons, 
the eldest of whom, Alfred W. Barnett, is secretary- 
treasurer of the G. & H. Barnett Co.

During this trip he has visited the trade in 
eighteen states, including Colorado, Utah, California, 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho, Mr. Manny has had 
a very successful trip, although he says he found some 
dealers rather conservatively inclined. The West is a 
fine field for furnaces, as Idaho and Washington con- 
tain unexhaustible beds of coal, the demand being 
mainly for furnaces that will burn soft coal and lignite. 
Lignite coal and wood mixed together are burned 
quite often. While Mt. Manny reports that California 
trade in all lines is about the same as last year, Wash- 
ington trade shows a marked degree of improvement. 
Not only is there a heavy immigration to this state, 
but its being the gateway to the gold fields makes 
trade boom. Seattle hotels are packed with throngs 
of gold seekers hoping to dredge a fortune from the 
sands of the ocean at Cape Nome, the jumping off place 
of the world. Mr. Manny said that with the magnificent 
crops we were having this year, the sound basis for our 
national finances and the propitious character of con- 
ditions in general, it was very deplorable that furnaces 
and other lines dependent so largely on building 
should be suffering under a greater or less depression 
owing to the labor difficulties. He said he hoped some 
solution of the present labor conflict in Chicago would 
be speedily arrived at, as its evil influence was wide- 
spread, building elsewhere suffering quite a bit’ from 
the dread of the Chicago strike becoming national in 
character.

Its posi- 
tion is just above the ash pit, which it partly encircles, 
The casing ‘is lined with bright tin, leaving an air 
space between the tin and the galvanized iron. A 
change has been made in this firm’s single-piece top 
casting.

A PROBLEM IN HYDRAULICS. 








We have a question in hydraulics, concerning 
which we should like to know the cause and the 
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remedy, The enclosed rough sketch will give you an 
idea of the situation. The wind pump throws the 
water ‘to a 20 or 30 gallon tank in the house, from 
which through an inch overflow pipe it is successfully 
conducted to the water trough at the barn—about 150 
feet. We placed a Zero creamery in the kitchen, 
changed the pipe so the water would pass through the 
creamer then into the same pipe that formerly con- 
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ducted it to the barn, but the water will not go to the 
barn. There is a fall of 4 feet from the creamery to 
the barn, a distance of 150 feet, but the water abso- 
lutely refuses to go and overflows the creamery. Will 
you please give us in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN the 
cause of the trouble and the best remedy?

ANSWER BY JAMES J, LAWLER, 


The water is. prevented from following to the 
trough at the barn by air or mechanical matter of 
some kind. If the new creamery which has been set 
in place is provided with a trap, which it should have, 
this may he the cause of the stoppage, as a trap 
placed in waste pipes unventilated often stops the 
flow of water by being air-bound. If the water flows 
through the pipe with the creamery detached, which 
is an easy matter to find out, it will then be evident 
that the trouble may be located in the creamery. 
Therefore we should examine that carefully and see 
that the trap, if it has one, is constructed on the 
proper principles. There may have always been a 
sag in the pipe as shown at B in the accompanying 
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sketch Fig. 2, which would cause air to accumulate 
in the pipe at A in same sketch, and having a trap at 
the creamery on the highest end of pipe water could 
not flow down and force the air out under such a light 
head of water, and should this be the case the pipe 
should be relaid with a proper grade, avviding any 
sags or to tap the pipe at A and rise to a point above 
the inlet of supply and there left open to allow all air 
to escape. If the creamery is provided with an ordi- 
nary S-trap it should be ventilated at its crown as 
shown in sketch}Fig. 2; if a bell-trap is used, as we 
also show, and which we often find on such work, we 
would recommend discarding it and placing in the 
waste pipe an S-trap properly ventilated. 

We have experienced great trouble in the clog- 
ging of waste pipes from creameries, due specially to 
the spilling or overflowing of milk which quickly forms 
a coating on the interior of the pipe and preventing 
the water from flowing through in a very short time 
after making such connections. As the pipe between 
creamery and barn is quite small, only one inch in 
diameter and probably iron at that, and runs 150 feet, 
we would expect trouble from it if anything other 
than clean water is expected to flow through same, so 
that the greatest care must be exercised in preventing 
any milk from passing into this pipe. If the pipe 1s 
stopped by sediment or other solid matter, it may be 
cleared by applying a force pump at the mouth of the 
pipe at bottom of trough in barn and force back the 
dirt to creamery. To sum the matter up, if the pipe 
is not clogged with dirt it must be clogged with air, 
and therefore it will be necessary to tap it at the 
high points where air is lodged and allow the air to 
escape.

PATTERN FOR A HALF-ROUND GUTTER 
MITER. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

The usual half-round gutter miters are nothing 
buta half of an elbow, so that a half of a five-inch elbow 
pattern, by adding the bead, makes a correct pattern 
for a half-round gutter of same size. If one will take 
an elbow the required miter to turn the corner and 
place it flat on the bench and cut same on a line 
through the center and horizontal with the bench, you 
would then have two miters for a half-round gutter. 
But by raising the two ends of the miter from the 
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herizontal which they were in, so as to meet a gutter 
coming down from the corner of the building, seems to 
create a very difficult problem, yet it is a simple one. 
It is only necessary to cut the elbow as in the other 
case, by a horizontal line while the ends are raised to 
the desired elevation. Here is a rule for such a miter; 
ABCDE F (Fig. 1) represents the required angle 
to turn the corner. Strike semicircle as shown, 
which divides into equal parts (in this case six) and 
draw lines at right angles to A M through these points 














till they meet the miter line F B, Continue the line 
A F indefinately for a stretch-out and commencing at 
any convenient point as F, Fig. 3, space off the dis- 
tances around the semicircle and number as in Fig. 1, 
using the same numbers and letters, and also an addi- 
tional space marked 5’. Erect perpendicular lines 
and take from Fig. 1 the distances from the line A F’ to 
the miter line B C and transfer them to Fig. 3, all as 
shown in diagram, 

Now draw Fig. 2, which is a horizontal view and 
shows the elevation your gutter is to have to meet the 
corner of the building, and draw lines continuing the 
same till they cross a circle the diameter of the gutter, 
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Now take the distance from S Mor N Pand deduct 
same from F toward J, Fig. 3, making the point J and 
add same distance to A, establishing the» point LY. 
Erect perpendicular lines as shown and connect the 
various heights established by a free-hand line. The 
space bounded by X G H / with the bead added will 
be the desired pattern. ‘Ky-TInK.”

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| Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel markets: 

The hand-to-mouth domestic demand for iron and 
steel continues, but the number of small orders re- 
ceived is taken to indicate that consumers are prac- 
tically bare of stocks, and any general shut down for 
a month’s time, such as is proposed, might lead to a 
scramble for supplies. Export business continues 
good, though limited by the scarcity of freight room, 
Southern pig iron and steel rail noting most inquiry. 
The situation in the pipe market is no better, and 
plates are also weaker. Concessions of fractions of a 
dollar are apparently easily obtained for pig iron, but 
throughout the trade the feeling is rather more cheer- 
ful, the feeling being that lower prices will on the one 
hand encourage consumptive demand, and, on the 
other, tend to restrict production by the less econom- 
ical plants. The settlement of the wage situation 
this year might also be a possible source of restric- 
tion of production. 





WIRE NAILS. 

Wire nails are in quite active demand considering 
the comparative quiet of the building market. Quota- 
tions are $2.53 for single carload and $2.60 for small 
lots. 





CUT NAILS. 
Cut nails in small lots are still quoted at $2.40. 





BARB WIRE. 

The demand for barb wire is quite a bit less than 
it has been, although the market still shows a health- 
ful activity. Single carload lots of plain annealed 
wire are $2.48. Small lots from stock are $2.58. 
Plain barb wire is $2.98 in carload Jots, and $3.08 in 
small lots. Galvanized barb wire is $3.13 in carload 
lots and $3.08 for small lots from jobbers. 





WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in oil remains at old prices, viz.: 64c 
per lb. for lots of 500 lbs. and over and 7c per lb. for 
lots of less than 500 lbs,

Sales have been fairly good, small orders predom- 
inating.
